15.  Eligibility: 


Each  discipline  may  enter  one  chariot  which  must  be 
presented  by  the  club  chair.  A single  entry  from  all  first  year 
students,  including  Eng  Sci  Flrosh,  will  be  presented  by  the 
first  year  chair. 


16.  Disputes: 


The  judges  are  hereby  declared  to  be  infallible. 
Consequently  all  arguments  shall  be  decided  by  the  judges 
whose  decisions  shall  be  final  (see  The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the 
Roman  Umpire). 


17.  Waivers: 


All  blockers,  pullers,  and  charioteers  must  sign  the  waivers 
before  the  race.  Anyone  who  refuses  to  sign  and  then  races 
does  so  at  his  own  risk.  All  spectators  within  a two  hundred 
yard  radius  of  the  racing  field  are  also  bound  by  this  rule. 


18.  Apparel: 


(ii)A  member  of  the  Engineerining  Society  with  an  official 
student  number  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

Driver  must  be  18  (eighteen)  years  of  age  or  17  (seventeen) 
or  under  and  accompanied  by  an  adult.  Driver  must  be 
contained  within  the  cnariot  at  all  times  throughout  the  entire 
race  and  may  not  propel  him/herself  or  the  chariot  during  the 
entire  race.  Driver  must  be  presented  to  the  judges  before  the 
race  by  his/her  Club  Chair  or  representative. 


11.  The  Time: 


The  race  shall  commence  at  approximately  12:45  PM.  The 
race  shall  be  started  by  the  roar  of  the  MIGHTY  SKULE 
CANNON. 


All  participants  should  wear  protective  head  gear.  The 
charioteer  will  be  required  to. 


19.  Loans: 


3.  Pushers  and  Pullers: 


Only  8 (eight)  allowed  per  chariot.  All  must  be  human 
males  and/or  females. 


12.  Winner: 

The  first  chariot  to  cross  the  finish  line  with  at  least  two 
wheels  touching  the  ground  and  still  capable  of  rotation,  and  a 
driver  still  breathing  (oxygen)  and  as  human  as  s/he  was  at  the 
start  of  the  race,  will  be  declared  the  winner  if  it  meets  the 
following  qualifications.  To  qualify  to  win,  the  chariot  must: 


All  chariots  stolen  or  otherwise  removed  must  be  returned 
no  later  than  10:00  AM  the  day  of  the  race  or  the  thieving 
team  will  be  disqualified.  All  alterations  made  to  said  chariots 
must  not  be  irreparable  or  the  offending  team  will  be 
immediately  disqualified  and  treated  in  an  extremely  nasty 
fashion. 


4.  Blockers: 


Offensive  and  defensive  - no  limit  All  must  be  human 
males  and/or  human  females. 


5.  Offence  and  Defence: 


Rule  (ii)  applies  to  all  contestants  as  well  as  chariots.  It  is 
hoped  that  contestants  will  abide  by  the  intent  of  this  rule 
which  is  designed  to  prevent  loss  of  life,  limbs,  eyes, 
masculinity/femeninity,  or  et  cetera. 


Corollary:  Any  (me  using  axe  handles,  knuckle  dusters,  bike 
chains,  etc.  shall  automatically  bring  about  the  disqualification 
of  his  or  her  chariot  Blockers  may  not  carry  dangerous 
objects  such  as  materials  made  out  of  metalm  glassm  wood,  or 
plastic.  Biodegradable  materials  (two  (2)  years)  such  as  eggs, 
tomatoes,  watermellons,  etc.  are  permissible.  No  aerosol  cans 
smoke  bombs,  flames,  etc.  may  be  used  by  contestants  or 
attached  to  chariots.  All  contestants  are  reminded  to  behave  in 
sprortspeisonlike  manner  (like  NHL  hockey  games). 


OComplete  the  course  as  layed  out  by  the  judges. 

ii) Cross  the  finish  line  with  at  least  two  rotating  wheels  still 
attached  to  the  chariot  and  touching  the  ground  with  no 
human  contact  or  help. 

iii) Have  a charioteer  who  has  been  contained  in  the  chariot 
all  the  time  that  it  has  been  moving.  A chariot  without  a 
charioteer  must  stop  moving  until  it  has  retrieved  its 
charioteer.  It  may  only  retrieve  its  charioteer  by  moving 
backwards  to  the  course  direction. 

iv) The  charioteer  who  was  contained  in  the  chariot  at  the 
sound  of  the  MIGHTY  SKULE  CANNON  and  who  has  been 
declared  by  the  owners  of  the  chariot  to  the  judges  before  the 
race,  must  be  the  charioteer  at  all  times  throughout  the  race, 
and  when  crossing  the  finish  line  as  set  out  by  the  judges. 

v) The  charioteer  may  not  move  more  than  921mm  (three 
feet)  on  the  gorund  or  in  the  air  if  he  or  she  is  not  contained  in 
the  chariot  during  the  race  between  start  and  finish.  For  the 
chariot  to  move  any  farther,  s/he  must  be  back  into  (his  or  hear 
original  position)  tne  chariot. 


13.  The  Prize: 


The  winning  team  will  recieve  the  JP.  Potts  Memorial 
Trophy  plus  some  other  unknown  prize. 


7.  The  Course: 


20.  Judges: 


The  judges  shall  consists  of  the  Blue  and  Gold  Chair  and 
two  other  persons  chosen  by  the  Blue  and  Gold  Chair.  The 
judges  must  be  fourth  year  (in  spirit)  students  in  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  must  not  be  in  the  same  course  or  have  the  same  first 
initial  or  astrological  sign.  All  three  sexes  must  be  equally 
represented. 


The  judges  can  disqualify  a chariot,  even  if  it  finishes  the 
race  first,  if  it  has  broken  any  of  the  above  rules.  The  winner 
can  be  declared  anytime  after  the  race,  but  before  June  1992.

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BRISK  An  old  Eng  Sci  Found 
Sacred  Keened  to  Death  in 
Filippino  Game  Robarts

Yes  Amigos,  Brisk  is  an  old  pure  Filipino 
game  according  to  the  recently  found  scrolls  in 
central  Philippines.  But  before  getting  into 
much  detail;  to  those  people  who  don’t  know 
brisk,  here  is  a short  description  of  the  game. 

Brisk  is  the  name  of  an  ’Italianized’  card 
game.  The  game  is  played  by  using  special 
cards  called  "Brisk  cards”.  Unlike  the  regular 
52  card  deck,  Brisk  has  a total  of  40  individual 
cards.  It  has  4 different  suits;  the  SUNS, 
SWORDS,  CUPS  and  BATS.  The  game  itself 
is  the  most  unique  card  game  in  the  universe. 
It  is  the  only  contact  card  game  in  the  whole 
world.  Kicking  and/or  punching  out  your 
opponent  and  rarely,  your  partner  is  simply 
part  of  the  game.  The  game  also  encourages 
lying,  cheating,  and  spilling  your  guts  off  only 
during  the  game.  One  restriction  though, 
coveting  thy  oponents  wife/girl  is  extremely 
illegal  during  the  game. 

Would  you  believe  that  this  famous  ’Italian’ 
game  originated  from  the  Philippines?  Yes,  the 
Italians  got  brisk  from  the  Philippines  just  as 
they  got  sphagetti  from  China,  (hey! 
historians,  you  should  know  this)  According 
to  a recently  discovered  set  of  scrolls,  brisk 
used  to  be  a pure  sacred  Filipino  game. 
Talking  to  a Philippine  comisssioner  to 
Canada  (name  witheld),  he  says:  "we  have 
found  dozens  of  scrolls  about  580  km  south 
west  of  Manila.”  The  scrolls  were  found  in 
what  presently  is  the  City  of  Tacloban  in  the 
province  of  Leyte.  The  scrolls  seemed  to  be 
wrapped  in  a recycled  Dominion  plastic  bag 
(this  proves  how  environmentally  aware  the 
rnipino  people  were  in  that  era).  With  the 
scrolls  is  a copy  of  an  original  brisk  deck  of 
cards.  It  is  amazing  that  the  scrolls  called  the 
game  "brisk"  which  means  brisk  in  English. 
The  original  sacred  suits  were  SHIELDS, 
CUPS,  SWORDS  and  EGGPLANTS.  This 
suggests  that  out  of  the  4 brisk  suits  that  we 
know  today,  only  swords  and  cups  are  correct 
The  SUNS  must  have  been  .mistakenly  named 
after  the  original  yellow  neon  colored  round 
sheilds  suit.  The  BATS  wre  not  originally  bats, 
but  EGGPLANTS.  Check  those  brisk  cards 
just  to  make  sure.  These  misinterpretation  of 
the  names  of  the  suits  are  being  blamed  on  the 
bad  quality  of  the  picture  of  the  original  cards 
and  miscommunication  between  waray-waray 
(native  dialect)  and  italian. 

The  scrolls  contains  detailed  account  of 
Brisk  competition  events.  These  competitions 
were  sacred  to  early  Filipino  people. 
Organized  games  were  everywhere.  From  the 
local  town  to  the  ’Nationals’.  The  ’national’ 
champion  naturally  received  big  rewards. 
Among  the  rewards  was  being  the  ultimate 
King  of  the  Philippines.  The  reasoning  was  if 
you  can  yin  a brisk  game  then  you  can 
probably  lie,  kill,  sleep  and  cheat  yourself  to 
become  King  anyway.  So  they  might  as  well 
award  you  tne  kingship  and  save  everybody 
the  trouble. 

Unfortunately  the  sport  was  officially  banned 
by  Sultan  (king)  Philippine  HI  in  the  early 
1485.  It  was  stopped  after  a local  king,  Sultan 
Carlo  massacred  a whole  village  when  he  lost 
to  Sultan  Philippine  HI  120-0,  120-0,  120-0  in 
the  best  of  5 series  at  the  1484  national 
championships.  The  scrolls  adds  that  when  the 
ban  was  implemented  all  brisk  cards  and  books 
were  burnt.  Only  one  deck  was  saved,  this 
deck  found  among  the  priceless  scrolls. 

It  still  remains  a mystery  who  was  the  Italian 
responsible  of  the  bringing  brisk  to  Italy.  One 
thing  for  sure,  this  time  it’s  not  Marco  Polo. 

P.S.  for  those  who  still  doubt,  look  at 
GODO;  he  has  the  all  natural  instincts  of  a true 
early  Filipino  living  on  the  ’Golden  Brisk  era’ 
of  the  Philippines. 


The  well-preserved  body  of  a prehistoric  Eng  Sci  keener, 
species  Keenerus  Looserus,  was  found  in  the  basement  of  the 
Robart’s  Library  last  week-end.
